Barre! Partly Smashed—A Woman the 
Only Person Who Has Survived 
a Similar Attempt. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., July 25.— 
Bobby Leach, 49 years old, of Niagara 
Falla, Ontario, this afternoon went over 
the Horsehdes Falls in «a barrel and 
still lives, Though he was severely bat- 
tered and bruised in the drop of 158 feet 
over the brink of the cataract, he sus- 
tained only superficial injuries and te- 
night is able to be about hié house. This 
is the second time in the history of the 
river that the cataract has been success- 
fully navigated. Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor 
of this city made the trip in a\barrel on 
Oct. 24, 1901, and came out alive. 

Harassed by the police on. both sides of 
the river, Leach was forced this afternoon 
to make his start from La Salle, a village 
two miles and a half above the cataract 
on the United States side of the stream. 
Albert Mang and William Perry, old river 
men, took him out in a launch into the 

anadian channel. They stopped at Navy 
sland, where everything was made ship- 
shape and ‘Leach was placed in the barrel, 
a steél: affair, eleven feet long, the ends 
of laminated wood. Leach was hung in a 
canvas hammock. 

The barrel with its passenger was cast 
adrift just off tle moutn of Chippewa 
Creek, hardly a mile above the brink of 
the Horseshoe, at.2:52 o'clock, and was 
quickly caught by the rush of the upper 
rapids, A heavy wind drove it toward the 
Canadian mainiand, and it coursed down 
for a time slowly to the falls. When 500 
yards from. the brink the rrel was 
caught in the tremendous ——E and 
raced to the chasm. 

Though. the water was‘unusuglly high |

The decision ‘is a growth rather than a 
reyelution, but it has. an application 
wider than tothe railways for reasons 
which have. been indicated. The rail- 
ways ate merely ‘the errand boys of 
commerce, and the rates are the rail- 
ways’ wages. . The errand boys’ wages 
are not the main consideration in com- 
merce. The fact. which gives these de- 
cisions continental importance is that 
they alter the costs of production and 
distribution.. Every.manufacturer must 
reconsider the places where he buys his 
materials. Every. merchant must re- 
consider the markets to which he can 
get access with these rates as, part’ of 
his costs. It may be doubted that any 
one’ can entirely see how and where 
these rates ‘may affect trade. . They 
must be added to.the tariff-outlook as 
one of the factors in all future trade 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific.

The Democrats were practically unan!- |: 


mous in its\support. Of the eighteen 
regular Republicans who stood by the 
President, it is doubtful if more than 
one-half really approved the measure. 
They came to its aid partly because it 
was, the Prtsident’s policy, and. they 
would not abandon their official leader, 
and partly because they knew it, was 


popular, and they.would not surfender’ 


all the popularity to the Democrats. 


The necessary result is that the position’ 


of the Republicans as a party on the 
reciprocity agreement, and on the prin- 
ciple involved in it, is confused, incon- 
sistent, and embarrassing to the last de- 
gree, Beyond all question the principle 
of the ,agreement is in contradiction 
with the avowed ideas of the party. 
Logically applied, it is bound to be de- 
structive to the tariff policy for which 
the party~has so long and stubbornly 
stood; and vhieh it put into such pro- 
nounced shape only ‘two years since 
with the approval of ‘the President. 
Something will have to be done to 
clear up this situation within. the next 
year, but what it is to be the Republic- 
ans cannot-clearly see, cannot indeed as 
yet dimly imagine. There will prob- 
ably be votes in the Senate “the 
next few weeks on several tafiff meas · 
ures, the “ farmers’ free list,” the wool 
bill of the House, and the cotton bill. 
We do not: look for much light from 
these votes. The Republicans will di- 
vide on them, though not so radically 
as on reeiprocity.. The Democrats will 
doubtless be united in the support of 
the House policy,-and they will emerge 
from‘ the éxtra session with their pro- 
gramme defined, to which they will ad- 
herein the long session that will begin 
in. December. ‘But what of the Repub- 
licans?. They are drifting through fogs 
with scarcely enough motive power to

The 
British nobility would gravitate toward 
the condition of the-nobility of France, 
in which property and@ social precedence 
are practically the chief sources of dis- 
tinetion. Probably the change is in- 
evitable, but it is in many respects re- 
grettable. 

Politically the effect of this sudden 
and unfortunate outbreak, which will 
greatly exacerbate public feeling, will 
be to strengthen the radical movement 
toward a single chamber, in practice if 
not in name.
